Sounds fantastic but when you consider the advantages 


of mechanically harvesting clings in the cool of the night 


you wonder why we've been so long approaching this idea

MIDSUMMER harvest moon 

in the year of our Lord 1970 
10 years hence—will look down with 
amazement upon the orchard region 
of California’s great Central Valley. 
At the stroke of midnight in the 
when clingstone peaches 
reach the harvesting stage, orchards 
in the 350-mile peach belt between 
Visalia in the south to Gridley in the 
north will light up like a carnival 
midway. Ranchers like Sutter Coun- 
ty’s John Schmidl, Linden’s Henry 
Bava, and Kingsbure’s Edward EI- 
zarian will be starting their harvest 
in the middle of the night when the 
heat has gone out of the orchard and 

the cool of the evening has set in.

The ranchers who annually pro- 
duce more than half a million tons 
of clings which outsell all other can- 
ning fruits by a margin of two to 
one will become night owls for the 
days or the weeks it takes them to 
strip their orchards for cannery de- 
liveries with automated techniques. 

This is not science fiction with an 
agricultural twist. 

These are the conclusions that can 
be drawn from comments of harvest- 
ing technique experts like l’aul 
Adrian of USDA, Ralph Parks, 
University of California agricultural 
engineer, Dr. Michael O’Brien of

The night harvest of the nation’s 
biggest processing fruit pack will be 
the ultimate in automation following 
on the heels of a redesigned peach 
tree to permit minimum pruning, 
spray thinning to cut labor require- 
ments, and a number of other me- 
chanical cultural practices. The early 
morning chill will save thousands of 
tons of clings from bruising in the 
brusqueness of mechanical handling. 

Qn harvest nights Rancher 
Schmid! will take a last swallow of 
coffee, kiss his wife gently on the 
cheek, and stroll to the edge of his 
orchard. There he'll mount a port- 
able platform and stand facing a 
bank of light switches. 

At precisely midnight he'll flip a 
switch that will bring daylight to 
his orchard as huge lamps spring to 
life in row after row of trees. Out 
of the shadows will come a score of 
men and a weird fleet of machines. 
Sawed-off tractors will be towing 
5-ton gondolas. Jeeps will be pulling 
flatbeds mounted with metal-armed 
robots. Motorized scooters will be 
pushing canvas contraptions resem- 
bling firemen’s life nets. 


The men will separate in crews of 





1960: Old Sol, sweaty brows, dropped peaches. 


five or six. Each crew will move a 
gondola into an aisle among fou 
trees. The canvas nets will be quickly 
wrapped around each tree. Metal 
arms will stretch out from the robot 
trailer and firmly grip a tree. A 
switch will start a vibrator: the tree 
will shiver and shake and fruit will 
slither into the net. Within a few 
minutes the vibration will be halted 
and other metal arms will reach out 
to grasp each net. 

Long sleeves will be stretched to 
the gondola, the net will be tugged 
tight, and the fruit will be sluiced 
into the giant, mobile “lug box.” 
The crew and equipment will move 
onto the next set of trees repeating 
the process until the gondola is 
filled. A tractor will push an empty 
gondola into place in the aisle and 
hook onto the loaded vehicle. 

By 1 a.m. a stream of gondolas 
will be moving through the night 
out of orchards to a central sorting 
station where they'll be hooked onto 
a continuously moving train. This 
train of gondolas will move through 
a rain of ice cold water to a con- 
veyor belt where the fruit will be 
dumped onto a moving, jiggling sur- 
dotted with 23-inch holes 
through which small fruit will be 
diverted to pickle bins or dumps.

30 million bushels were reportedly 
produced. By 1939 apple production 
had dropped to 5.8 million bushels. 
The 1959 crop in Ohio totaled 2.8 
million bushels 

Peach production has followed a 
similar trend. In 1901 Ohio produced 
3.1 million bushels; in 1959, 800,000 
bushels. The fluctuations in fruit 
production much violent

Advancement in the science and 
practices of fruit growing plus the 
selection of more suitable orchard 
sites largely accounts for today’s 
greater stabilization of fruit produc- 
tion in a climate that shows wide 


variations from year to year. Much 
of the credit for this advancement 
goes to the research efforts of the 
horticulture department of Ohio 
\gricultural Experiment Station and 
Ohio State University. 

Early work at the station pointed 
up the need for annual nitrogen 
applications to most fruit plantings. 
More recent work substantiates this. 
Cultural and soil management prac- 
tices were thoroughly investigated 
by the late Dr. J. H. Gourley, chair- 
man of the department of horticul- 
ture, and his Different 
phases of this area of research are 
still under investigation by Dr.

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the past 25 years. The two largest 
factors limiting expansion of the 
sod-mulch system of culture is the 
lack of sufficient mulching material 
and the increased meadow mouse 
hazard that it often provokes. 
When considering fruit varieties, 
it is often impossible to separate 
them from certain influential per- 
sonalities. Nicholas Longworth gave 
to Ohio and the world significant 
advances in fruit varieties. His home 
in Cincinnati was the center of hor- 
ticulture in Ohio in the mid 1800's, 


Here he developed and named the 
first variety of black raspberry in 
America, proved that varieties of 
strawberries at that time were self- 
infertile, requiring both male and 
female flowering plants in order to 
produce a crop. He made advance- 
ments toward breeding self-fertile 
varieties of strawberries. 

To Longworth, “father of Ameri- 
can grape culture,” goes the credit 
for introducing the Catawba grape 
into the Ohio Valley around 1825. 
Records show that 25 years later 
over 1500 acres of grapes were 
growing in the area surrounding 
Cincinnati, thus giving to Ohio the 
title, “Rhine of America.”

The Rome Beauty apple, a leader 
in Ohio and many other states, origi- 
nated in 1816 as a seedling on the 
farm of Joel Gillett and his son 
Alanson in Rome Township in 
Lawrence County, the southernmost 
county in the state. 

Recently three quality apple varie- 
ties—Franklin, Melrose, and Ruby 

have been developed at the Ohio 
Station under the direction of Dr. 
Freeman S. Howlett, chairman of 
the department of horticulture. Also 
active in fruit variety work at the 
station has been C. W. Ellenwood, 
who retired in 1959. Ellenwood has 
been secretary of Ohio State Horti- 
cultural Society since 1948. The hort 
society, the oldest farm organization 
in Ohio, was founded over a century 
ago, in 1848. It has met in annual 
session since 1867. 

Ohio fruit growers have been per- 
ennially interested in planting new 
and improved varieties. At the same 
time they maintain a substantial part 
of their plantings in varieties that 
have proved their worth over the

Leading apple varieties at 
present include Rome Beauty, Deli- 
cious, Jonathan, Stayman (plus red 
sports of each), Golden Delicious, 
McIntosh, Cortland, and a_ few 
others. 

High on the list of peaches are 
Halehaven, Redhaven, Elberta, Early 
Elberta, Erly-Red-Fre, Belle of 
Georgia, and Golden Jubilee. 

Strawberry varieties make up a 
long list, but of chief importance are 
Premier, Catskill, Robinson, Poca- 
hontas, Armore, Sparkle, and Sure- 
crop. Latham is the leading red 
raspberry, while Bristol and Logan 
make up most of the black rasp- 
berry acreage planted during the 
past 10 years. 

Fruit growing in Ohio has been 
and is largely a family business. 
There are few corporate-owned fruit 
farms; however, some families have 
incorporated their enterprises as a 
natter of good business practice. 
The majority of farms are diversi- 
fied enterprises of

ranging from 10 to nearly 300 acres

‘rs. Ottawa and Geauga coun- 
ties led the state in 1954 with 12,770 
and 6972 bushels, respectively. Total 
for the state in 1959 was 60,000 
bushels. 

Sandusky County leads the state 
in cherry production with nearly 
17,000 trees in 1954, largely Mont- 
morency. Other counties with con- 
siderable cherry production include 
Lake, Erie, Lorain, Ashtabula, and 
Summit. Some 2500 tons of cherries 
were harvested in Ohio in 1958. 

Plums and prunes are produced 
commercially in several areas of the 
state and are chiefly for local sale. 
Some areas produce prune varieties, 
largely the Stanley, for both ship- 
ment and processing on a limited 
scale. Ashtabula, Lake, Lorain, Otta- 
wa, Sandusky, and Summit counties 
are the leading producers. 


While grape production began 


along the Ohio River, commercial 
vineyards moved to the Lake Erie 
region before the middle of the last 
century. 

\shtabula County now leads the 
state in grape production, almost 
entirely of the Concord variety for 
processing into juice. This county 
produced slightly over 6000 tons of 
grapes in 1959 from about 900,000 
vines. Total production of grapes 
reported last year in Ohio was 16,- 
OOO tons. 

Production of strawberries, rasp- 
berries, and other small fruits fluc- 
tuates considerably from year to 
year. These fruits are produced 
largely for local fresh fruit markets, 
but small quantities are shipped out- 
of-state in some vears. 

Looking to the future, the greatest 
opportunity in fruit growing in Ohio 
appears to be producing fruit for 
local consumption. Since this state 
remains a major crossroads from 
North to South and East to West, 
and since it has established itself as 
one of the leading industrial centers 
of the nation, its population will 
continue to grow. 

In February of this vear 3.1 
lion Ohio factory workers received 
an average of $105.72 per week. 
People are the only potential fruit 
consumers. If 
acceptable 


growers can produce 
quality, then prepare, 

and package their fruit to 
preserve that quality when offered 
to the consumer, their future will be 
on a much sounder basis. 

There only one large obstacle 
that appears in the way—rising 
costs of production which discour- 
age both new and old producers 
This is almost inevitable in a thriv- 
ing, growing industrial community 

Commercial fruit growing can and 
will live in any area only so long as 
a sufficiently large number of grow- 
ers can make a substantial profit. 
This means that as costs rise, price s 
of fruit too must rise. Efficiency in 
production cannot always displace 
the rising costs, only part of them. 

Ohio fruit growers have much to 
gain in taking advantage of their 
strategic market location. Co-opera- 
tive or other forms of group mar- 
keting present challenges and oppor- 
tunities to Buckeye state growers, 
most of whom go along with the 
sentiments of their early fellow citi- 
zen, Lucien Seymour the poet, who 
penned : 

“When the burdens of life I am called to 
down, 

I hope I may die in Ohio. 

I never could ask a more glorious crown 

Than one of the sod of Ohio. 

And when the last trumpet wakes the land 
and the sea 

And the tombs of carth set their prisoners 
free, 

You may all go aloft, if you choose, but 
for me, 

I think I'll just stay in Ohio.”

Looking at drawing boards, con- 
sidering the experiments, and antict- 
pating machinery rental or invest- 
ment, even evaluating the possibility 
of industrial type wages, the auto- 
mation planners guess that orchard 
costs will be reduced 25%. possibly 
as much as 50%.
